The  members  of  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit herewith,  as  required  by  law,  our  27th  Annual  Report.  This  report  is  for  the 
period  July  1,  1959  to  June  30,  1960  and  represents  the  eighth  and  final  report 
to  be  submitted  to  you  as  Governor  by  this  Board. 

During  our  tenure  in  office  under  your  administration  it  has  been  our  policy 
to  conduct  the  purchase,  distribution  and  sale  of  distilled  spirits  in  a  manner  com- 
mensurate with  good  business  practices  keeping  in  mind  at  all  times  the  need 
for  strict  but  considerate  controls.  This  policy  has  produced  gratifying  results: 
During  the  past  fiscal  year  Liquor  Board  contributions  to  the  state,  counties  and 
municipalities  have  exceeded  seven  and  a  half  million  dollars.  The  total  revenue 
produced  by  the  Liquor  Board  during  the  eight  fiscal  periods  that  have  been 
closed  during  our  term  of  office  amounted  to  $49,792,822.00  or  44%  of  the  total 
revenue  produced  during  the  twenty-seven  year  life  of  the  Liquor  Board. 

Your  direction  and  support  have  made  our  task  a  pleasant  one  and  have 
been  a  large  factor  in  making  this  record  possible.
